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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Claims 2-9 stand withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
5/10/2006 has been entered. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. It is unclear whether applicant intends to claim an assembled 

coupling structure. In an apparatus claim, the applicant must claim the structure in a 

static orientation, rather than claim the structure during a process of assembly. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by McClanahan 
et al. (McClanahan US 5,628,578). 

Regarding claim 1, McClanahan discloses a yoke-and-shaft coupling structure 
comprising, a yoke (14) including a shaft coupling portion which has a U-shaped end 
face (52), and a shaft (12 and 16 form the shaft) to be inserted into inside of the shaft 
coupling portion through a U-shaped opening portion, wherein the shaft coupling portion 
includes one of a fixed projecting portion (68 and 70) and a recessed portion capable of 
being used for inserting and positioning the shaft in an axial direction, and the shaft 
includes one of a groove portion (42 and 44) to which the projecting portion is to be 
inserted and a salient portion to be inserted into the recessed portion when the shaft is 
inserted into the inside of the shaft coupling portion. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicants' arguments filed 5/10/2005 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. 

Applicant's argument that the projecting portion (25 - Kamikawa) can not be 
considered fixed because it is movable is noted and agreed with. Examiner also notes 
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that projecting portion (13c) in species 1 of applicant's invention is movable. Because 
applicant's definition of "fixed" precludes this functionality, claim 1 is not generic to 
species 1 . Further, in no event will claims 2-9 be rejoined, as they are not dependent 
on claim 1.
